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The UNICEF HALLOWEEN HOODWINK 


The one thing that most liberals vehemently decry is emotionalism. One of the most consistent 
charges promoted against any anti-Communist, is that he is motivated purely by emotion — not by fact. 
However, these same liberals have employed emotion to great advantage in promoting and financing 
the socialistic UN organization known as UNICEF, which is actually the United Nations International 
Children’s Emergency Fund. 


The 1960 UNICEF promotion folder said, “There has grown (since 1950) the wholehearted par- 
ticipation of well over two million boys and girls in more than ten thousand American communities in 
the world’s greatest and heartwarming effort by children to help children.” To further employ the emo- 
tional approach of “children helping children,’ UNICEF has capitalized on the Halloween trick or treat 
custom to hoodwink the naive and subtle American public into supporting something that they 
would normally abhor. 


UNICEF began as a temporary emergency program for the purpose of contributing food and 
clothing to child victims of World War II. As in the case of many temporary government spending 
programs, the temporary emergency nature of UNICEF was soon forgotten. Contrary to popular belief, 
UNICEF is strictly a supply agency. It’s only activity is that of furnishing supplies to United Nation’s 
specialized agencies and to governments. UNICEF specializes in the supply of medicines, food, and 
equipment for maternal and child welfare services around the world and works in cooperation with 
other specialized agencies of the UN such as the world Health Organization (WHO). UNICEF ren- 
ders no direct services to children or to citizens of any country. 


UNICEF PARALLELS OTHER U.N. AGENCIES 


Another UNICEF hoodwink is its fantastic claim of phenomenal health improvement. For in- 
stance, UNICEF claims credit for a malaria eradication, TB inoculations, treatment and cure for yaws 
and trachoma, work and treatment for cancer, and the feeding of milk to millions of children and 
mothers. The World Health Organization (WHO) receives annually $16 million, plus $7 million for 
malaria eradication, $500,000 for medical research, and $300,000 for community development pro- 









grams. These figures indicate that the funds and pro- 
grams of the World Health Organization and the Food 
Agriculture Organization would take care of the food 
and other activities claimed by UNICEF. 


Furthermore, there is no indication that 
UNICEF influences a decline in the death rate 
of nations receiving UNICEF aid as suggested 
by UNICEF propaganda. According to the Dem- 
ographic Yearbook by the United Nations, 1956, 
page 634, some of the greatest reductions in 
ending the death rate took place in nations not 
receiving UNICEF aid. 


UNICEF FINANCES 


An article in the May 1961 issue of the United Na- 
tions Review reported on UNICEF’S financing as fol- 
lows: 


“... Ninety-eight governments contributed a total 
of 21.5 million dollars (plus), 1.9 million dollars from 
private contributors. Other revenues brought the total 
income for the year to 25.8 million dollars. Allocations 
in 1960 totaled 28 million dollars. Under the system 
of ‘local matching’ which generates expenditures of 
more funds within each country, the assisted govern- 
ments spent or permitted themselves to spend the equi- 
valent of 78 million dollars over and above the alloca- 
tions from UNICEF ...the biggest source of private 
contributions was the United States Committee for 
UNICEF, which transferred approximately one and a 
half million dollars to the childrens’ fund mainly from 
receipts of its ‘trick or treat’ Halloween project...” 


This clearly illustrates that the main bulk of 
US contributions are derived from other sources 
than the Halloween trick or treat program. In 
fact, less than 5% of the total US contribution 
is secured through the utilization of children at 
Halloween time. The main purpose of the 
Halloween connection is, obviously, to give this 
financial leech respectability by associating it 
with churches and civic organizations. 


UNICEF PERSONNEL ACTIVITIES 


The UN Review article continues by saying: 


“,..the main trends of the UNICEF programs can 
be summarized as follows: . .. the desire to find effective 
ways of providing UNICEF aid to help countries meet 
the wider social needs of children in order to enable 
them to contribute effectively as adults to the economic 
and social improvement of their countries.” 


Just who are the people who are going to aid and 
help countries meet the wider social needs of children? 
UNICEF has a United States National Committee to 
promote its program and at least nineteen of its 65 
members are or have been affiliated with one or more 
Communist front organizations. The first UNICEF 
chairman was Ludwig Rajchmann, who represented the 
Communist government of Poland. Naturally, he used 
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his influence to get aid for the Communist countries, 
During 1957 the Senate Internal Security Subcommit- 
tee subpoenaed him to ask about his connections with 
Alger Hiss and he fled to Paris to get away from the 
United States jurisdiction. 


Ruth Crawford was an employee of UNICEF. She 
admitted that she was a member of the Communist 
party and that her sympathies were with its program 
and aims. William Berges, the UNICEF representative 
in Shanghai, turned large amounts of UNICEF supplies 
over to the Communists. In a speech to the Chinese 
Communists, he said “... The ruling clique of America 
are responsible for the Korean War.” 


UNICEF USURPS PRIVATE AUTHORITY 


UNICEF is an excellent example of big government 
taking over functions which should be administered by 
private individuals and organizations. The government 
of the United States is not a philanthropic organization, 
There is no constitutional power in the Federal Gov- 
ernment to dispense public money for charitable pro- 
jects either at home or abroad, however worthy. Our 
churches and mission boards would not establish a 
hospital or an orphanage and then turn it over to 
atheistic Communists for its management. Yet, that is 
precisely what we are doing when our churches back 
UNICEF's fund raising Halloween program to aid 
Communist nations. 


UNICEF food and funds sent to Communist 
nations are under the control of Communist 
dictators. Any informed American knows that 
the Communist conspirators use food as a politi- 
cal weapon by awarding it to those who submit 
to the Communists and by withholding it from 
those who dare to favor freedom. This damage 
alone, promoted by UNICEF, far outweighs the 


good done by this international monstrosity. 


Helping the needy has always been the function 
of the local church, whether city-wide or internationally. 
Our church missionary programs could do a far more 
effective relief work, obtain greater results, do it with 
less money, and advance Christianity while doing it. 
UNICEF, like all other United Nations’ agencies, has 
illusions of great influence and stature. It places on 
government the responsibility of charitable acts here- 
tofore administered by private individuals and organi- 
zations. 


UNICEF INTOLERANT TO CRITICISM 


In typical intolerant liberal fashion, UNICEF offi- 
cials and its propagandists fight facts with sentimental 
words and flowery statements. Mr. Lawrence Timbers, 
chairman of the state of Washington American Legion 
anti-Subversive Committee, has long been in the fore- 
front of the UNICEF study. In response to Mr. Timbers’

| i . . I am sure the facts of life—of military life, 
# that are presented in recent issues of the WEEKLY 
' CRUSADER (Vol. 1, Nos. 41-44) by one of General 
'MacArthur’s most trusted officers, have left you with 
the same feeling of alarm and dismay with which they 
left me. For my part, I have not felt such a degree of 
alarm concerning the welfare and security of our coun- 
“try, and of our GIs, since I delivered a Cassandra-like 
address in Toronto in 1940. For the frightening com- 
| parison of NATO and Soviet divisions on the European 
‘front, quoted by General Willoughby, conveys only 
"one message to me. That message, to put it bluntly, is 
» that our GI’s are caught in a booby trap. And now, 

let me give you the reasons why I have come to that 
conclusion. 


'FROM ISOLATIONISM TO INTERNATIONALISM 


Seventeen years ago, we volatile Americans were 
| as frantically isolationist as we now appear to be fran- 
‘tically znternationalist. And, it seems to me, the cir- 
“cumstances and problems confronting us have changed 
"as completely, within those disastrous two decades, as 
| has our national psychology. 


| I say disastrous advisedly. For the Communists, 

| within a few years after World War II, added over 750 

' million souls to their empire of slavery, and they have 

| been — and still are — winning the cold war, hands 

| down. That, you will agree, is bad enough, but now 

i we must add to the debit side of our ledger, three vital, 
' fundamental, and alarming facts. 


; THE FACTS OF LIFE: ONE-TWO-THREE 


___ 1. The first fact is that our atomic weapons, which 
'the No. 1 political brain of our century, Winston 
| Churchill, described as “the shield and buckler” of the 
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free world against Communist aggression; our atomic 
weapons, I say, are now shared by the Soviets. So, we 
have apparently reached an atomic stalemate, and our 
shield and buckler has gone with the wind. A wind, 
let me add, of which the evil genii were spies of the 
Soviet Comintern in the guise of British, Canadian, and 
American citizens. 


2. Inasmuch as General Willoughby was trained 
by the No. 1 military brain of our century, Douglas 
MacArthur, to deal in facts and not in fancy, I submit 
that his estimated ratio of 75 Soviet divisions to twenty- 
odd NATO divisions, adds up to fact No. 2. And fact 
No. 2, alas, carries with it some extremely disagreeable 
and far-reaching connotations. 


The connotation directly deriving from fact No. 2 
— or shall I state boldly that it is fact No. 2— is that 
our NATO Allies — those with the greatest military 
potential — have lost the will to defend themselves. 
Apparently they have come to love social welfare more 
than liberty, for what other interpretation can one ap- 
ply to national budgets wherein guns give way to but- 
ter? To disabuse your minds of any uncertainty on 
that score, allow me to quote these statistics from the 
British budget. For armaments: four billion, three 
hundred million dollars, and declining. For social wel- 
fare: four billion, five hundred thirty-odd million dol- 
lars, and rising. 


3. Now, unfortunately, facts 1 and 2 add up to 
fact No. 3, which is the most disagreeable fact of all. 
For it is the fact I have already mentioned, to wit: That 
our Gl’s in Europe are caught in a booby trap. In the 
good old days of the atomic “shield and buckler” — 
and the genesis of NATO— our American Divisions 
in Europe represented a symbol, and that symbol was 
the bulwark of freedom behind which the free nations 
of war-torn Europe could recover and rearm. If the 
preponderant Red Army dared touch a hair of that old 
grey head, there would be visited upon them, without 
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hope of retribution, the utter devastation of atomic 
warfare. 


Would the American people be prepared, 
either to start a thermonuclear war — and there- 
by court their own destruction? Or, would they 
dispatch another vast expeditionary force, com- 
posed of the flower of our youth, once again to 
liberate a Europe that lacked the will to defend 
itself? Now, I ask you — if that Hobson’s choice 
is not of itself a booby trap, then what is it? 


THE COMMUNISTS WORK DAY AND NIGHT > 


In the meantime, as is common knowledge, the 
Communists are working night and day, with every 
power at their command, here in America and all over 
the world, to incite violent revolt against democracy, 
and to encourage revolution that will lead to Com- 
munist slavery. Now, may I call your attention to one 
more fact — the fact that the incredible victories of the 
Communists since war’s end, were won without a shot 
having been fired by the mighty Red army. They were 
won by subversion, by meticulously planned and per- 
fectly implemented incitement to violent revolt. 


Inasmuch as my associates and I are convinced that 
the reason for Soviet success, as compared to American 
failure, since the inception of the cold war in 1945, 
is our unwillingness to fight the Communists with their 
own subversive weapons, I wish to emphasize the vital 
difference between the rival policies. And here it is, 
that very policy which we have failed to pursue — in- 
citement to violent revolt is the means by which the 
Communists have expanded their empire of slavery by 
750 million souls and won their incredible victories. 
And, let me add, they have won those victories to the 
tune of the utter frustration of our $40 billion annual 
bill for armaments, and the $60 billion we have spent 
on foreign aid since 1945. 


CITIZENS’ FOREIGN RELATIONS COMMITTEE 


Allow me to quote from the announcement of Feb- 
ruary 11, 1957, one of the purposes for the formation 
of the Citizens’ Foreign Relations Committee. I quote: 


“We should fight fire with fire. We should 
abandon the defensive policies of the past. Since 
war’s end, we have been like a boxer in a ring 
with his hands tied — getting punched and un- 
mercifully beaten by our Red antagonist but 
never striking back. To make ourselves per- 
fectly plain, we are talking about volunteer 
fighters for freedom and about democratic sub- 
versive cells and groups behind the Iron Cur- 
tain.” 

Since that announcement was made, a subcommit- 
tee has been formed, under the auspices of the parent 
committee, to persuade the Congress to organize a Lib- 
erty Legion as a vehicle for the actual enlistment of 
volunteer soldiers and to coordinate and equip the 
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patriot groups behind the Iron Curtain. Generals 
Willoughby, Wedemeyer, Colonel Amoss and I, pres- 
ently constitute the nucleus of the new Legion Subcom- 
mittee. 


Before launching into a brief exposition of the 
Legion idea, I should like to explain that we of the 
Legion Subcommittee do not believe for a moment 
that any incitement to violent revolt behind the Iron 
Curtain is in the least necessary. 

On the contrary, we believe that the pres- 
sures deriving from the failure of Communism 
to function are becoming so intolerable that re- 
volts such as those in East Germany, Poland and 
Hungary, are certain to occur with increasing 
frequency. 


In short, our concept of the Liberty Legion’s task 
would be to aid, equip and organize the enslaved pattri- 
ots to the end that the kind of leaderless disorganization 
that engendered the needless slaughter of thousands of 
the irreplaceable and herioc youth of Hungary, should 
henceforth be prevented. 


It is right at this point that we criticize the policies 
of our State Department. For we believe that the so- 
called Kennan thesis of accepting the status quo, which 
has been completely refuted by the aforesaid violent 
revolts and unrest behind the Iron Curtain, still remains 
our underlying policy. And we further believe that the 
continuance of that hands off policy is largely respon- 
sible for the slaughter of the innocents in Hungary. 


A LETTER TO PRESIDENT TRUMAN 


I wrote to President Truman on March 1, 1951. 
It still expresses, concisely and with clarity, what our 
executive subcommittee has in mind. I quote: 


“Dear Mr. President: The purpose of this 
confidential letter is to obtain your support of 
a project to organize a counter-infiltration and 
subversive corps to operate chiefly behind the 
Iron Curtain. Inasmuch as the expansion of 
Communist power over the past 5 years has 
taken place without the firing of a shot by the 
Red army, the success of the Politburo must be 
due to the meticulously organized and directed 
work of its elite subversive corps. 


“Since preventive war is impossible for 
Democracy, must we stand condemned to bear 
these terrible burdens ad infinitum? The an- 
swer is no. The weapon which will permit us to 
seize the initiative from the Politburo, and can 
ultimately encompass the destruction of Rus- 
sian militarism, lies ready to our hands. 


“Jt is the Politburo’s own major weapon and 
the key to its success; the planned and disci- 
plined subversion, conducted within the fron- 
tiers of a friendly nation, which rang down the 
Iron Curtain upon democratized Czechoslovakia, 
without the presence of a single Red soldier. 
But Russian militarism, masquerading under 
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the cloak of Communism, is infinitely more vul- 
nerable to this weapon than democracy — for 
the more it expands, the longer time is given to 
highlight the stark fraud of the Red Terror — 
the more susceptible it becomes to fatal pene- 
tration by its own sharp spearhead — subver- 
sion. 


“Mr. President, there is only one method I 
know of, by which we can promptly and prop- 
erly implement an American counter-infiltra- 
tion corps without, as a Democracy, committing 
an overt act. That method is by organizing a 
foreign legion, upon the facade of which ap- 
propriations can be hung, for an intelligence 
corps which would constitute and, in fact be, 
the proposed counter-infiltration corps. * * * 
The breath of life can be blown into this vital 
project only through executive and legislative 
action.” 


UNTAPPED MANPOWER FOR NATO 


Our Committee adheres to the notion that changing 
times require changing policies and we believe that the 
Legion idea is the best vehicle presently available to 
extricate our Nation and our GI’s from the booby trap 
described by General Willoughby and christened as 
such by me. 


From what source, you might ask, could we obtain 
the alien manpower that our military staff and execu- 
tive officials might determine we would require and 
could afford? It is estimated that there are today, ap- 
proximately 10 million refugees and expellees in West- 
ern Europe, most of whom would be glad to risk their 
lives to insure the defeat of Communism. For, they have 
suffered its evils, they have been deprived by it of their 
homes and property, and those who have had the good 
fortune to escape its clutches, know for certain that their 
lives would be forfeit if Communism ever caught up 
with them again. 


We are convinced that there is no alternative to the 
Legion idea. Either we must supply and equip enough 
alien infantry divisions to offset the Red preponderance 
on the European front, and thereby give our boys a 
fighting chance to survive, or we should withdraw our 
divisions to Spain or France or to the United States . . . 


REFUGEE-EXPELLEE BRIGADES 


The WEEKLY CRUSADER agrees with Crom- 
well’s (and his Committee) view, on an exploration 
of the inflammable area of captive peoples by calling 
on the victims of Russian despotism, by utilizing the 
potential manpower within the ranks of millions of 
expellees who have a moral and physical grievance in 
the theft of their former homes. They are not “refu- 
gees” who escaped: They are “expellees” who have been 
driven out at the point of Russian bayonets. There are 
btween 9 and 12 million “expellees’ in Western 
Europe.

The formation of “International Brigades” is not 
new. The Russians (as usual) set the pace long ago 
and furnished a working model. They recruited Com- 
munists in the United States, France, Italy and Great 
Britain to fight in the Spanish Civil War, 1936-1939. 
They were eventually defeated through the military 
genius of General Franco who has since become the 
perennial target of Socialist-Communist hatred and in- 
trigue. The American contingent, incidentally, was 
cleverly labelled “The Abraham Lincoln Brigade.” The 
effective use Russia has made of these “para-military” 
formations, in a major war, represents a lesson for the 
West which was understood by the 82nd Congress

Several serious attempts have been made in Con- 
gress over the years to establish such formations. 


1. 82nd Congress, 1st Session, January 6, 1951. 
S-238 introduced by Senators Lodge, Brewster, Hicken- 
looper, Ives, Mundt, Hendrickson, Hunt: “... To pro- 
vide for the enlistment of aliens in the Army of the 
United States for services outside the Continental United 
States in a Volunteer Freedom Corps and for other 
purposes...” 


2. The Hon. Charles J. Kersten, M.C. Amendment 
to the Mutual Security Act providing for the formation 
of National Military Units, Section 101 (a) Public 
Law 165. Title 1; Section 401, etc. M.S.A. 1954 and 
1956: “... Not to exceed $100,000,000.00 of the 
funds available under this section may be expended for 
any selected persons ... either to form such persons 
into elements of the military forces supporting the 
NATO or for other purposes...” This operation, for 
which $100,000,000.00 was allotted, has not been im- 
plemented while billions of taxpayers’ money were 
spent on less useful projects. 


What has become of the money? I am more con- 
cerned with failure to utilize this powerful source of 
manpower. The need for additional manpower for the 
N.A.T.O. front: Denmark-Austria, has long been estab- 
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lished. Currently, there is a partial mobilization of 
American Reserve units—a time consuming costly 
process. Why pick up a conscript in Omaha and trans- 
port him across to West Germany when 9/ 12,000,000 
expellees are already in Europe? 


EDITORIAL NOTE: The Honorable James H. R. Cromwell 
was American Envoy to Canada during the early part of 
World War II and resigned from that post when elected 
Democratic candidate for the U. S. Senate from New Jersey. 
Subsequent to the election of 1940, he served in Washington 
until 1945 as American Advisor to President Syngman Rhee 
of = Republic of Korea whose government was then in 
exile. 


Prior to World War II, he travelled widely in all parts 
of the world and reported his observations to the White 
House. For more than three decades, Mr. Cromwell has been 
a student and analyst of Soviet Communism and while visit- 
ing Moscow in 1937, was temporarily jailed by the Soviet 
Police. In numerous interviews and published reports, arti- 
cles and lectures, Mr. Cromwell’s predictions have proved to 
be, on the record, extraordinarily accurate with respect to 
nt —- pertaining to Soviet policy both internal and 
external. 


At present, he is Chairman of the Subcommittee for an 
“American Liberty Legion” of the “Citizens Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee,” 1 West 37th Street, New York 18, N.Y. 
— F. G. Reinicke is the chairman of the organi- 
zation. 


Against the background of his extensive service in Can- 
ada, Mr. Cromwell has been engaged in the assembly and re- 
habilitation of Canadian oil and gas properties. To strengthen 
their overall position, he has recently effected a merger with 
an eminently successful land development company, in Flor- 
ida, known as the “Rainbow Lakes Estate”; the combined 
entity will operate under the name of “American Realty & 
Petroleum Corporation.” Mr. Cromwell is Chairman of the 
Board of the new Corporation; Mr. H. B. Oberman is Presi- 
dent.

“Facts About UNICEF for 1959,” Ronald A. Davidson, 
coordinator for a number of organizations of the United 
| States Committee for the United Nations, wrote Timbers 
criticizing him for daring to speak adversely of an or- 
ganization which Mr. Davidson claimed “was responsi- 
ble for the saving of more young lives and the educa- 
tion of more young mothers than any other organization

_ ployed the familiar “straw man” technique while ignor- 
ing the facts put out by Lawrence Timbers. Since all 
of the information contained in Mr. Timbers’ report on 
UNICEF had been taken from public and government 
records compiled from reports of UNICEF officials, 
there was little that Mr. Davidson could do to refute 
these facts. Mr. Timbers further pointed out that 
UNICEF has not challenged nor disproved a single one 
of these documentations. 


In answering Mr. Davidson, Mr. Timbers said: 


“In the second paragraph of your letter you 
state that UNICEF is responsible for the saving 
of more young lives and the education of more 
young mothers than any other organization in 
the world. What is your authority for this state- 
ment? Where did you get this information . . .? 
Within the past 15 years we have seen political 
government demoralize and destroy Christian 
missionary programs which through the years 
have established love, respect, and brotherhood 
between our people and the peoples of other 
lands. Political government, and this includes 
UNICEF, has subverted these Christian mission- 
ary programs and is using the church as a tool 
to make political governmeni more powerful 
-..my fight is against political government 
domination...” We fully concur that our na- 
tion has headed in the wrong direction when it 
started substituting political government action 
for charitable actions by privately supported 
organizations such as the Christian churches. 


UNICEF PROMOTES COMMUNISM 


According to figures in the UNICEF Executive 
Board Report of April 1957, 75c out of every dollar 
contributed by the United States government went to 

Communist dominated countries and these countries 
| received 25 times more than they contributed. It is 
doubtful that this proportion has changed at all in the 
past few years unless it has been in the direction of a 
greater share for the Communist conspiracy. Nineteen 
of the other nations, and this includes all of the Com- 
munist and iron curtain countries, contribute in non- 
| convertible money and this money can be used only to 
hire citizens from these countries to work for UNICEF 
or one of the UN agencies, or to purchase goods from 
' that country, or to return it as aid along with additional 
funds to that country, or for training in that country.

Thus, the funds of many countries contributing to 
UNICEF can be used only within their own nation. 
They have cleverly arranged it so that they get their 
own money back and funds from the United States as 
well. 


Christian Economics, October 4, 1960, states 
that “better known private charity groups col- 
lect and spend one dollar at a cost of seven 
cents; administered by a municipality, the cost 
is twenty-seven cents; by a state, the cost is one 
dollar for each one dollar; and by our Federal 
Government, the cost is three dollars for each 
one dollar of government charity.” 


UNICEF CAPITALIZES ON CHRISTMAS 


In their emotion packed campaign, UNICEF could 
not be guilty of slighting Christmas season. They 
surreptitiously produce ‘Christmas cards’ which are con- 
spicuously devoid of religious or Christian influence. 
This whole promotion campaign is also sold to the 
public under the guise of a gigantic monetary assistance 
program for the unfortunate. Their advertising brochure 
says, “When you use UNICEF cards you will enjoy 
the satisfaction of knowing that your holiday greetings 
to your friends and loved ones have helped make chil- 
dren somewhere in the world healthier and happier.” 


Most of the UNICEF greeting cards can be bought 
with five language seasons’ greetings or without it for 
use as notes. The five languages are English, French, 
Spanish, Russian and Chinese — the official languages 
of the United Nations. 


Out of fairness to UNICEF, we must admit that 
one card, “Glad Tidings,” makes a stab at the Christmas 
idea. Their brochure reads, “One of the best loved the 
world over is portrayed in the modern manner by inter- 
nationally-famed artist Marc Chagill who has won 
acclaim for his interpretation of biblical stories.” The 
important thing to note here is that UNICEF chooses 
to not capitalize the ‘b’ on Biblical! 


As with all United Nations Internationalists, the 
thought of religion is repugnant. Therefore, it is con- 
sistent with Communist and world conspiracy ideas 
to ignore the real meaning of Christmas — the birth 
of Christ — and subvert this meaningful occasion to 
their own atheistic ends. 


On November 20, 1959 the United Nations’ Gen- 
eral Assembly passed a “Declaration of the Rights of 
the Child” patterned after the famous “UN Declarations 
of Human Rights.” According to the New York Times 
of October 17, 1959, efforts by several Western nations 
to insert an article in this “Declaration of the Rights 
of the Child” declaring a child’s right to receive reli- 
gious teaching failed. 


The idea that UNICEF is doing some good is not 
sufficient reason for its existence. In this case, the means 
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just do not justify the end. It is time we quit being 
deceived by the high-sounding titles and propaganda of 
the United Nations’ agencies. Unless you and I put a 
stop to this UNICEF Trojan horse, our children will 
become tools of one world internationalists now and 
ultimately become the slaves of the Communist dicta- 
tors of the future. 





AN URGENT CALL TO REALITY 


It is comforting for conservatives to realize that 
there are a few duly elected representatives of the 
people in Washington who recognize the true nature 
of the Communist conspiracy. One such patriot is 
Representative John A. Pillion of Buffalo, New York. 
On June 12, 1961 Representative Pillion introduced 
a resolution calling for the Congress of the United 
States and our nation to recognize the realities of total 
war being waged against us by the international Com- 
munist conspiracy. 


The Communist Worker of July 30, 1961 
carried an article concerning the Resolution 
entitled ““War Mongers Record.” The object of 
the article was to propagandize further the Com- 
munist fear line that any opposition to Com- 
munism would pave the way for a nuclear war. 
Threats of nuclear war is an integral part of the 
Communist line which corresponds with the “ap- 
peasement,” “surrender at any price,” and “co- 
existence” propaganda which has been heighten- 
end by recent Soviet bomb tests. 


Congressman Pillion’s Resolution was strengthened 
by his recognition that since 1939 the Communist con- 
spiracy has seized total power in Estonia, Latvia, Lithu- 
ania, Albania, Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, East Germany, 
Hungary, Poland, Rumania, North Korea, Red China, 
North Viet Nam, Outer Mongolia, Tibet, and Cuba. 
According to Mr. Pillion, “These nations are tomb- 
stones of defeat, marking the failure of our policies; 
the failure to comprehend the enemy, the scope and 
the weapons of this total war.” Referring to the im- 
pending crisis in West Berlin, Laos, South Viet Nam, 
Iran, the Congo, British Guiana, and Guatemala, Mr. 
Pillion went on to say:

‘, . . The danger is clear. It is now, today. It 
increases every hour, every day. Recent events are 
beginning to unfold to all of the world at long last 
the magnitude of the forces seeking to destroy us. The 
United States is the principal target in this war. The 
process of Communist encirclement of the United 
States is approaching completion. Unless we imme- 
diately recognize our actual enemies and fully com- 
prehend the forces that seek our destruction, we shall 
very soon reach a point of no return. Mr. Speaker, if 
we wish to remain a nation of free people, we must 
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recognize, we must admit, we must understand once 
and for all time that our actual enemy is the inter- 
national Communist conspiracy. 


“, .. Why is Communism winning? Why 
have our policies failed? The most appalling 
fact of this century is the failure of the free 
world to recognize the enemy as the interna- 
tional Communist conspiracy . . . The reason 
why the free world has suffered defeat after 
defeat is that we have been waging a unilateral 
peace while the Communists have been waging 
a unilateral war ... We have accepted the Com- 
munist pretense that the tensions in the world 
are caused by a conflict of national interest be- 
tween legitimate governments. We have conse- 
quently attempted to resolve them by normal 
means of maintaining international relations 
while the Communists continue their unremit- 
ting warfare against us. The steady relative 
decline of the strength of the free world has 
resulted in our present position of extreme 
peril. The Soviet is now presenting to us a 
series of ultimatums of retreat under the cloak 
of ‘negotiations for peace and peaceful co- 
existence.’ ” 


Mr. Pillion further pointed out the solidarity of 
Communist activity world-wide. He said: 


“Mr. Speaker, the forces of these two governments, 
the international Communist alliance and the govern- 
ments of the allied Communist nations, are coordinated 
by the Communist Party of the Soviet Union. 


“Together, they command the largest land mass 
and the largest aggregate of people ever under a single 
control in history. 


“We must recognize, once and for all time, 
that Soviet government policies are determined 
by the Communist Party of the Soviet Union. 
The execution of Soviet government policies is 
supervised in detail by the Communist Party. 


“Although Soviet government policies may 
change, tacticly, the unchangeable objective of 
the Communist Parties is a complete subjection 
of the world.” 


Briefly stated, Congressman Pillion’s House Reso- 
lution 447 calls for a recognition of the basic fact that 
the international Communist conspiracy is dedicated 
to our defeat and holds that defeat to be inevitable. 
There is no possibility of compromise on the part of 
the Communist conspirators as long as they remain 
Communists. 


In view of the importance of this Pillion Resolution, 
is it any wonder that the Communist conspirators in 
the WORKER of July 30, 1961 were well pleased 
with a Resolution of the Buffalo, New York, AFL-CIO 
Council to “concentrate towards Unseating Pillion in 
the next Congressional election?”
